Bndeavors of the whole group 
were most vividly outlined, prob- 
ably, by Dr. Zay Jeffries of Cleve- 
land, president of the American So- 
ciety for Steel Treating, which is 
fostering the meeting. 

‘The ultimate goal of all our 
work,” Dr. Jeffries said, “is to get 
one metal that combines the desir- 
able qualities of all metals now 
known. It must be as strong as steel 
and as light as aluminum. At pres- 
ent this is most nearly realized in 
strong heat-treatc?i alloys of alumi- 
num which have the tensile strength 
of steel. 

“Discoveries and improvements of 
untold potential benefit to the steel 
industry will be made public at the 
meeting here.” 

Among them will be the produc- 
tion of stainless stec! and rustless 
iron and metals harder than known 
before. But the climax, Dr. Jeffries 
said, will be reached Friday when 
metals men assemble at Hote’. Stat- 
ler to discuss the possibilities of the 
so-called nitriding process of steel 
treatment, details of which were 
brought to the convention by L. H. 
Fry of the Krupp Works of Ger- 
many. 

The process is said to be capable,

610, equivalent to 33.5 per cent. 


This was a_ record for the 
month for all time and brings 
the total domestic new car sales 


for the first seven months of 1929 
to 2,588,808, as against 1,887,869 in 


the corresponding period of last 
year, an increase of 700,948, or 
37.1 per cent. 

While the rate of increase over 


the sales of 1928 is being gradually 
cut down as the year progresses, the 
big margin piled up thus far is suf- 


|ficient to assure a gain of better 
than 30 per cent. for the entire 
year over 1928 


The increase in new car sales in 
the first quarter over last year was 
49 per cent., but this fell off to 32.1 
in the second quarter, giving a gain 
of 37.9 for the first six months 

This decline in percentage of in- 
crease is due largely to the Ford in- 
tluence, to which so many unusual 
features of the 1929 automotive sit- 
uation have been attributed. Ford 
was virtually out of production in 
the first half of 1928, and in the 
last half the production and sales 
of this company went forward by 
leaps and bounds. It is natural, 
therefore, that Ford's increase over 
its last year’s figure would be less 
with each month in the last half of 
the current year, and this factor 
alone has a great influence on the 
figures of the entire industry. 

July registrations showed a sub- 
gain over June. when the 
total was 386,537, and approached 


the high mark for the year, made | 


in May, when the sales reached

Shows 166,098 Unit Increase

released today by the association. 


The figures for August are 326,- 
567 below those for July of this 
year, and 748,719 below those for 
August of 1928. It is the lowest 
monthly inspection figure for the 
whole year, the previous low 
ing 1,835,207 rims inspected and 
approved in January. 

Despite the decline, the total for 
the eight-month period remains 
166,098 above the total for the first 
eight months of las:, venr, and the 
monthly average for wie ear is 
2,208,591, compared to 2,187,828 last 
year. 

Passenger car rims approved in 
August numbered 1,298,770; truck, 
| 266,915; motorcycle, 4,392, and air- 


plane, 22. The figures for July of 
this year were: Passenger, 1,531,- 
1957: truck, 357,775; motorcycle, 


4,568, and airplane, 2.366. 
In the eight months there have 
been 14,251,496 passenger car rims

approved; 3,343,715 truck rims; 
52,802 motorcycle rims; 20,714 air- 
plane rims, and a total of 1,047 
experimental rims. Experimental 
rims in August alone represent 
nearly half of the eight months’ 
figure, with a total of 456. 

The 22-inch and 24-inch truck 
rims are the only ones in the whole 
list that showed an increased pro- 
duction over last year. 

The 21-inch passenger’ rims 
showed the greatest decline. Last 
year, il: the month of August, there 
were 511,952 rims of that class ap- 
proved, representing 22.1 of the 
month's total. This year the num- 
ber fell to 76,506, less than 5 per 
cent. of the month's total. 

Nineteen-inch balloon rims, and 
20-inch led in production in August.

springs at ther side of the bottom 
of the ackie 

Ordinarily these stiff springs hold 
tne front NnackKi€ Lationary tne 
main play being in the rear shackle 
bu f irface of the road 
unusually rough the front shackle 
will yield. the tiff spring in this 
special shackle taking up the shock 
of the I and preventing it 
from reac the steering whee! 

rhe ] that when a severe 
bump is struck the force of the jolt 
instead of being carried up to the 
steering wheel is spent in forcing 
the axle back slightly on the steer- 
ing gear side, due to the give of the 


heavy springs in the road shock elim- 
inator. The steering wheel remains 
steady in the hands of the driver 
instead of twisting as each bump is 


encountered, and the car can be 
driven safely over rough roads at 
speeds that are hazardous without 
this device 

“It has also been found that this 
device is very effective in damping 
out front-wheel shimmy at high 
speeds 

“With the Buick road shock elim- 
inator the movement of the front 
axle is taken up in the shock elimi- 
nator instead of being transferred 
to the drag link As a result the 
1930 Buick can be driven in a 
straight line at tremendous speeds 
without howing a_ tendency to 
wander, a mmediately after ab- 
sorbing the shock the front spring 
is returned to its original normal

Motors Corporation and noted inventor, is going in 
for yachting. His ship, the Olive K, largest yacht ever 
launched on the Great Lakes, went down the ways at Bay 
City, Mich., a few days ago. 

This craft has a length overall of 170 feet, a beam of 
26 feet and a draft of 10 feet. ‘ 

Of interest to automobile men is the power plant of 
this big boat. Mr. Kettering has embodied electrical and in- 
ternal combustion features that the builders feel will ad- 
vance yacht engineering ten years. 

The power plant of the yacht is made up of two Winton 
Diesel engines of 500 horse power each. Two 400 kilowatt 
generators, directly driven, will supply the alternating cur- 
|rent, both devices being used with the 110 volt system. 
The boat has full Sperry equipment, which includes a 

stabilizer, automatic steering instrument and two search- 
lights. An automatic helm indicator, a radio compass and 
a fathometer, used in deep sea soundings, are among the 
features not found on many yachts. The boat will have a 
cruising radius of 7,000 miles, and will carry a seaplane 
on the top deck which will be used for making aerial pic- 
tures and for exploration voyages. 

Although nothing has been said about it, Mr. Kettering 
probably will have a complete laboratory on the boat.

T this time, when we are entering upon the period that, 


usually brings a revival of automotive buying, after 
the summer recession, which has been less this year 
ever before, it will be interesting to examine some of the 
factors that have an important bearing on our own market. 

Going back to the fundamental factor, farm conditions 
are generally favorable. Farmers will get an adequate re- 


turn on most of the standard crops. Wheat, for instance, due | 
to drought damage in the Far West and in Canada, enjoyed | 
This condition led | 


a drastic price increase some time ago. 
farmers with wheat on hand to ship enormous quantities, 
against the advice of the Farm Board and the result was a 
market glut. Grain prices generally reacted to this and there 


was a slump in prices. Nevertheless there has been an ad- 
vance in grain prices over the spring levels, which is es- 


timated to have added something like a billion dollars to our 
national buying power. 

In spite of drought and boll weevil damage to the cot- 
ton crop, it is quite likely that this will be of record pro- 
portions with adequate prices to sustain buying in the cot- 
ton areas. 

Corn, oats, rye and the lesser grain crops are in satis- 
factory condition with prices at levels which will vield rea- 
sonable profits to the farmers. 

Taking it all in all, the farming regions of the country 
are going to have a lot of money to spend on automotive 
equipment after the harvest has been yarnered. Farm buy- 
ing of automotive equipment has come to be considered a 
sort of backlog for the market, and this vear the backlog is 
of unusually solid proportions. 

Coupled with satisfactory conditions in the agricultural 
regions, we have an activity greater than ever before in 
manufacturing. The summer recession was far less than in 
any previous year since we have had comprehensive eco- 
nomic records. Some economists were inclined to fear that 
the summer slump had merely been delayed and would ap- 
pear later, when we normally expect an increase in business. 
Up to the present time there has been no sign of recession.
